Secrets Act 
Jails Savant 
In London

LONDON, March 


Dr Nunn May, of King’s College, 
a famous British scientist, was ar- 
rested Monday afternoon under 
the official secrets act, the home 
office announced Monday night. 

Home office officials refused to 
discuss whether Dr..May was ac- 
cused of being implicated in the 
Canadian espionage inquiry. 

Metropolitan police officials 
likewise declined to comment on 
the arrest but said that Dr. May 
would be arraigned at the famous 
“Bow street police court Tuesday 
morning. 

Monday night May was held in- 
communicado under close guard 
without bail, and Bow Street po- 
lice officials had orders to say 
nothing about him. 

May, though little known in 
British scientific circles generally, 
has risen to comparative eminence 
in the dramatic atmosphere of 
wartime atomic investigation. 

He was associated with Britain's 
atomic experts—Prof. M. L. 
Oliphant and Dr. P. Moon, though 
he did not accompany the British 
atomic mission to the United 
States. 

Educated at Clare College, Cam- 
bridge University, May studied nu- 
clear physics at Cavendish labora- 
tory under Britain’s greatest phys- 
icist, Lord Rutherford—‘“‘the man 
who broke the atom.’

no Army regulation to stop a man from entertaining a girl overnight 


in his private quarters.” 


White, deputy chief of staff inf

tighten up on regulations. 

He added that he did not intend 
to raid the billets, where officers 
and civilians live within the U. S. 
forces headquarters compound, 
but that if individual cases were 
reported the Army probably 
would take “strict disciplinary ac- 
tion” for conduct unbecoming a 


gentleman. 


White said he did not believe 
that “by and large our military or 
civilian personnel are immoral or 
indecent” and said he resented the 
implications that every officer was 
immoral if he brought a girl, 
whether German or English, into 
the compound.

type of fraternizing than flying to 
the moon.”

Abaza Pasha said the two Brit- 
ish casualties were military po- 
licemen who were beaten to death 
by the demonstrators after they 
had jumped from the window of 
their guard station and run down 
the street.

Taxi Drivers

ROME, Ga., March 4— (#) — 
| Two men, captured by a posse of 
Dallas, Ga., taxi drivers, are be- 
ing held in the Floyd county 
jail here in connection with the 
beating and robbery of J. B. 
(Shorty) Eason, a Rome cab op- 
erator. 

Sheriff M. E. Horton said he 
was holding Howard J. Bradford, 
20, of Silver Creek, and B. F. 
Plemmons, 22, of Rome, on war- 
rants charging assault with intent 
to murder, robbery by force and 
auto theft. 

The warrants, the sheriff said, 
were issued by Justice of the 
Peace T. E. Edwards to Mrs. Eas- 
on and Luke Lamb, owner of the 
cab Eason was driving. 

Sheriff Horton gave this account 
of the circumstances leading to the 
arrest of Bradford and Plemmons: 


Late Saturday night Eason was 
asked by two men to drive them) 
to Silver Creek. A short distance | 
from town one of the men placed | 
a pistol at the back of Eason’s 
head and ordered him to halt and 
get out. 

When Eason stepped out of the 
cab, he was slugged and then, half

U.S., Britain, France 
seek Peaceful Shiit 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(AP)—The United States, 
Britain and France Monday asked the Spanish people to oust 
Generalissimo Franco by peaceful means, abolish his Falange 
party, and set uy a “caretaker” government pledged to hold 


free elections.

At the same time, the U. S.— 
which proposed the three-power 
statement on Spain—made public 
15 documents captured in Europe, 
citing chapter and verse of Fran- 
co’s ties with Hitler and Musso- 
lini, and his fervent hopes that 
the Axis would win the war. 


FRANCO’S PROPOSALS 


In general, the documents re- 
vealed that Franco proposed to: 

1. Seize Gibraltar, cut off the 
vital Mediterranean’s western 
mouth from the Allies, insure the 
control of West-North Africa, and 
ship vital war minerals to Ger- 
many and Italy exclusively, if 


2. Hitler and Mussolini guaran- | 


teed Franco quantities of war sup- 
plies, armaments, planes, subma- 
rines, fuel, food and manpower. 


With these conditions met, a 
confident Franco told the Axis 
leaders in 1940 that he would | 
place Spain “in the struggle’ 
against the common enemies (the 
Allies).” 


The proposal, the document 
showed, came to nothing when 
Hitler told his chief partner, Mus- 
solini, that Hitler was “not con- 
vinced that Spain had . the 
same intensity of will for giving 
(aid to the Axis) as for talking.” 


SAW END COMING 
Negotiations went from bad to 
worse, according to the State De- 
partment publication, and in De- 
cember, 1943, a now-shaken Fran- 
co told Hitler’s ambassador in Ma- 
drid, Dieckhoff, according to the 
envoy’s report to Berlin, that: 
“He (Franco) knew for certain 
and was clearly conscious of the) 
fact that only the victory of Ger- 
many would make possible the) 
continued existence of the regime | 
of Franco; a victory of the Anglo- | 
Saxons, in spite of all the pacify- 
ing declarations ... by the English 
and American side, would mean 
his (Franco’s) own annihilation.”

Start Spring Burning in the Fields 


Yellow flames and _ stinging 
smoke again are enveloping Geor- 
gia’s timber lands in the annual 
cycle of forest fires after a winter 
freer of woods conflagrations than 
in many years, due to an unusual- 
ly wet season, Forest Fire Warden 


Two hundred and fourteen fires 
have destroyed 5,785 acres of 
Georgia timberland in the past 
month in 27 counties. 


“Floyd county is burning up!” 

That telephone alarm came into 
the office of the State Regional 
Forest Service here yesterday. Di- 
rector J. M. Tinker and Forest 
Fire Warden Paul Groom, count- 
ing a baker’s dozen of forest fires 
reported by field men in that 
county, felt like answering: 

“So’s the whole forest area of 
Georgia!”

Ystate office was informed of a fire, 


which has been raging for three 
days in unprotected south Fulton 
county. Starting on land belonging 
to J. D. McDonough in the old 
Campbellton district, it has spread 
to a farm owned by Dr. J. W. 
Landham in the Fairburn area. 


Fires, which started Saturday 
morning, were still burning last 
night between Rodswell and Sandy 
Springs, but the Buckhead fire de- 
partment reported them under con- 
trol In all there were 10 such 
fires, but last night only those in 
the vicinity of Sandy Springs were 
still burning. 

These fires are supposed to have 
been of incendiary origin. A num- 
ber of houses in the paths of the 
various blazes were endangered, | 
but the fire department so far has | 
saved them. The most _ serious 
blazes of the lot were in the vi- 


»cinity of Roswell road and Spald- 


ing drive. 

Another “three-day” fire was re 
ported yesterday on a_ forest 
stretch near Conley. 

The currently raging Fulton 
county fire is “the first we’ve had 
around here in four or five years,” 
Dr. Landham said. Roll call of 
last week’s fires—taken from the 
state files—runs like this: “Two 
miles west of the Pleasant Oak 
church in Floyd county .. . nine 
miles east of Rome... two miles 
west of Seney .. . five miles west 
of Silver Creek.” 

“In other words,” Groom points 
out, “fires are breaking out all 
over Georgia.”

Only 5,000 Veterans Using 
VA's Educational Program 


More than 30,000 Georgia veterans have been approved for educa- 
tion and training under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944, 
but less than 5,000 are taking advantage of the program, Vaux Owen, 
Georgia regional manager of the Veterans’ Administration, has reported. 


‘So far, 


Records of the Georgia regional 


VA office indicate that at the close 
of February a total of 32,224 ap- 
plications had been received. All 
but 1,583 of the applications were 
processed by March 1, but despite | 
the number of approvals only 4,- | 
355 veterans actually had entered 
an educational institution or be- 
gun on-the-job training. 

The disparity between those ap- 
proved and those actually in train- | 
ing was apparently due to the) 
fact that the veteran has an ex: | 
tended period of time to take ad- | 
vantage of his certificate of eligi 
bility and alse because many 
schools are unable to accept ad- 
ditional students at the moment, 
Owen said.

Over the Fence 


CAIRO, Egypt.—(By Air Mail)—Almost any 

day you can go out and look ata riot. If you 

are careful and select your riots with care there 

is no special danger. If it happens to be one in which the coppers 

have swung a few rifle butts or clubs, or one in which the English 

have been shoved back, then it is best not to walk right in. But, oth- 

erwise, you can walk right along with it and hear them chant, “Down 
with England,” 


Now and then a window or so gets broken, and now and then a 
few hot and excited eyes may run you up and down, but usually 
your hat or overcoat sets you cff as an American and so they accept 
_ as one of that eccentric, naive race which is always prying into 
things. 


I was a little worried about my hat. Coming hatless into Cairo’s 
cold wave, I had been given a hat by the Right Hon. Cecil Lyon, 
first secretary of the legation. He had bought it in Chile some 
years ago and a cleaner had done evil things to it. But, by taking 
out the sweat band, it fitted my skull as if tailored for it. But it 
was not an American hat. It had a small brim and it sat upon my 
head like a small round brown pot. My round, innocent face be- 
neath it, plus my obviously American overcoat, did the job. I walked 
along With the riot, on the fringe of it, in company with several 
hundred bootblack boys and men; beggars, male and female: taxi 
drivers, hully-gully men (street magicians), and others to be found 
on the streets. I missed the really tough ones, seeing only a few 
fights #nd broken windows. In fact, it looked to me not much 
worse than an old-fashioned football celebration such as used to 
tear up our Own cities, but then, as I said, I missed the really bad 
ones. Persons do get killed in them now and then, when some- 
thing boils over. 


Politics While it is easy to understand the Egyptian position— 

as a sovereign state, even if notoriously corrupt and 
inefficient—it does not care to have foreign troops on its soil even 
though they be there by a treaty of their own making. 


As a matter of fact, looking about them at the fate of small 
nations, Egypt suddenly has realized she has been so busy trying 
to get the British out the front door she has failed to see the big 
bear looking over the back fence. 


But it is not politically possible to turn back. , During the last 
years of Turkish rule they inveighed against the Turks. The British 
freed them from that, but now it is the favorite political plank found 
in every platform—get England out. Actually, the ruling classes, 
which exploit their people more cruelly than any other country 
of approximate progressiveness, are becoming terrified of Russia 
and would like very mucn to find a way out of their dilemma. 
Not that they don’t want Britain out—but they no longer want 
to make the break clean and leave the way open for another 
power to begin establishing some official claims or connections. 
But the thing has gone too far. It is political suicide to do other 
than'to shout “Down with Britain.” I would guess the new treaty 
will move the British troops from Cairo and Alexandria proper. 
Students It may be a little puzzling to understand why the 

students, by their demonstrations, were able to be 
the final straw that brought about the downfall of the strong No- 
krashy Pasha government.

If one was born fhe son of a lousy, 
diseased camel driver, then it is the will of Allah to remain so, and 
one is a foo] to struggle against one’s station in life.

What's Fair For Beef 
Is Fair For Poultry 


Some such slogan as the column heading, this 
morning, is being carried to Washington today 
by R. M. Abercrombie, executive secretary of 

the North Georgia Poultry Association, Inc. Mr. Abercrombie was 
a visitor in this office before his departure. 


In Washington he will meet men from all over the nation who, 
with him, seek to champion the cause of the poultry producers in 
the current struggle against inflation, involving subsidies, artifi- 
cially controlled prices and so forth, 


Mr. Abercrombie is wroth over the subsidies being paid on beef, 
pork and veal, said subsidies being a part of the federal govern: 
ment’s efforts to forestall rising consumer costs and thus increase 
inflation. 


Mr. Abercrombie points out, with admitted logic, that the afore 
said subsidies to meat producers are paid out of the taxes we all 
contribute to Uncle Sam. Including poultry producers. 

Now, he continues, poultry producers receive no subsidy. To be 
sure, they pay their proper ratio of the tax money that is used to 
subsidize producers of beef, veal, pork, etc., which constitute their 
competition in the consumer trade. 

Which, he sums up, is vastly unfair. 


“Get me right,” says Mr. Abercrombie. “I 
What He Wants don’t want a subsidy for poultry production. 
I don’t believe in subsidies at all. What I want is total elimination 
of meat subsidies so that we can all compete for the trade on equal 
and fair footing. 

“As it is, we poultrymen have to pay, through taxes, the beef 
producers in order that they can sell their product at a lower price 
in competition with ours. It just isn’t fair. All we ask is equal 
justice on an open market, with no restraint save the inflexible 
law of supply and demand. Our product will more than hold its 
own witn any other meat if allowed to compete without any such un- 
just economic handicap.” 

There is much to be said on Mr. 
argument. 

Though, basically, Chester Bowles’ 
has our fullest sympathy. 

Not being the marketing expert for the Jones family, I am 
unfamiliar with the retail prices for poultry, beef, pork or veal. 
However, to quote Mr. Abercrombie: 

“We are paying taxes to support two subsidies on beef that I 
know of amounting to 7 cents per pound on choice beef. In other 
words, beef which you see in a store for 43 cents a pound should 
be 50 cents a pound, were it not for the public, poultrymen inciuded, 
paying 7 cents-per pound. This 7 cents cornes out of money derived 
from taxes. This is the only manner in which beef can sell cheaper 
than poultry, thereby giving it a tremendous advantage in sales. 
There is also a subsidy being paid on pork and veal. | do not 
advocate a subsidy for poultry, but the eradication of the meat 
subsidies. Make the consumers pay the price of the beef, pork 
and veal when they buy, just as they do for poultry. 

“There are hundreds of thousands of people in the United Staies 
today who are endeavoring to raise poultry for a living. These 
people are being discriminated against by their own government 
through the subsidy plan.” 

As Mr. Abercrombie says, there are hundreds of thousands trying 
to raise poultry for a living. Poultry raising is one of the biggest 
industries in north Georgia. Any economic circumstance that 
affects the poultry business is of large and vital effect in Georgia. 

Georgians at the national capital should be, and undoubtedly 
will be, greatly interested in the figures and the argument Mr. 
Abercrombie carries with him on his visit to said capital.

There was the story printed a short time back, for example, by 
the Chicago Sun, which is entirely friendly to the administraticn, 
to the effect that Mr. Truman, at a recent gathering of some of his 
close advisers, had all but taken himself out of the running in 1948,

The Sun story was merely a variation of others in a similar vein 
that have been heard in Washington during the past tew months, 
All have been something to the effect that Mr. Truman, disappointed 
with the co-operation he has received on his legislative program 
in congress and upset-by the labor-management turmoil that has 
slowed down reconversion, has about decided that one term in the 
White House would be enough for him. 


To some of his close friends he was reported to have confided 
that the job of being president was a little bigger than he cared 
to handle. He left the impression, rather definite in some quar- 
ters, that he did not care to be a candidate to succeed himself. 


Others were quick to repel the idea, however, by pointing out 
that Mr. Trungan innately is a modest man. He is more inclined 
to deprecate himself, it was reminded, than he is to be boastful. He 
does not have F. D. R.’s cocksureness about him. 


Thus it was said in depreciation of the reports that Mr. Truman, 
in giving the impression he was not interested in a second term, 
was merely being modest, one of his strongest traits. 

Whatever may have been the President's 


Present Attitude attitude at the time these reports began to 


receive currency, it is possible now to giye a closer appraisal of his 
viewpoint. Some of those—among his friends—who have seen him 
lately, and who have held a trank discussion with him on national! 
problems, say that his present attitude may be summarized some- 
what as follows: 


Mr. Truman is determined to give the country the best admin- 
istration he knows how for the remainder of his inherited term. 
He is not thinking particularly of being a candidate for re-election 
or not being a candidate. 


For the next two and a half vears, which covers the period be- 
fore the 1948 Democratic national convention, he intends to app.y 
himself diligently to the problem of giving the nation a sound 
national administration. 


Then in 1948 he will be guided in his decision by the reacticn 
of the country to his administration. If we have leveled on to 
prosperous times, and the country seems satisfied with the type 
of leadership he has provided. he will be agreeable to running tor 
a second term. Otherwise, he will be content to step aside and 
let someone else carry the ball. 


While Mr. Truman has not sald all of this in so many words, 
those who have had an open and frank discussion with him recentiy 
believe that it fairly reflects his present attitude. 

It differs chiefly from the accepted attitude of most other first- 
term presidents of the past in that the matter of re-election has 
tended to be uppermost in their minds. 

Never having aspired to the presidency and never having sought 
it in-the first instance, Mr. Truman is reported to have developed 
a frame of mind where he intends to follow his best judgment, 
having the best interests of the country sincerely at heart, and then 
let the political chips fall where they may. 


In short, he will let the country decide whether 
Up To People or not he should be a candidate to succecd 
himself. That will be an admirable quality designed to make him 
friends, if it is adhered to. All things being equal, it should make 
for a sound and acceptable administration. 

Tnis still for speculation over the Pre-t- 
dents future as some of the earlier re- 
ports had it. 

In other words, Mr. Truman, according to those who have re 
cently seen him, is far from closing his mind against a second term. 
He is represented as setting for himself the task of doing what he 
conceives to be best for the country and then letting the country 
decide whether he has performed well enough to rate a vote of 
confidence. 

If all of our presidents had been guided by similar high mo 
tives the country in the past would have been better governed. Too 
often politics and the quest for votes has crept into their thinking.

NEW YORK, March 4.—(UP)— 
Former Heavyweight Champion 
Jack Dempsey became a power- 
ful figure in boxing again today 
when he was elected president of 
the Boxing Promoters of Amer- 
ica, Inc., and also signed a six- 
year contract at $100,000 a year 
to represent a hat manufacturer 
in negotiations for fight broad- 
casts. 

As head of the boxing promot- 
ers, Dempsey becomes a virtual 
czar in states outside of New 
York. He will play a major role 
in making matches, advising 
against matches detrimental to the 
sport, and aiding boxers who de- 
serve a championship fight. 

The organization includes pro- 
moters in_ Boston, Baltimore, 
Washington, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burg, Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, 
St. Louis; Kansas City and Des 
Moines. The election of Demp- 
sey was considered the first step, 
by promoters around the country, 
to buck Mike Jacobs’ fight *mo- 
nopoly in New York. 

Dempsey also will represent 
Adam Hats, which helped form 
the promoters’ organization last 
year. Announcement of Demp.- 
sey's appointment was made by 
Elias Lustig, president of the 
company. 

Larry Atkins, Cleveland pro- 
moter and former president of the 
Boxing Promoters of America, 
Inc., was named as special assist- 
ant to Dempsey while Herman 
Taylor, Philadelphia promoter, 


Max Waxman, of Baltimore, sec- 
retary-treasurer. 

Dempsey, who will make his 
headquarters in New York, will 
leave tomorrow for Los Angeles 
to arrange a hookup with west 
coast promoters. He plans to set 
up permanent headquarters here 
in September.

DeKalb Still 
Destroyed; 


‘Biggest Yet 


“The biggest liquor still ever 
fouhd in DeKalb county and one 
of the biggest in Georgia,” accord- 
ing to DeKalb Police Chief Ed- 
ward L. Foster, was destroyed by 
police officials yesterday behind 
an abandoned farmhouse 12 miles 
north of Decatur on North Peach- 
tree road. The still was capable 
of making 400 gallons of whisky 
a day. 

It was the second time within 
10 days DeKalb county police have 
located and destroyed large stills 
in the county. Early last week 
they wrecked a 300-gallon-per-day 
still on Boulder Crest road, which 
was considered the record until 
yesterday’s discovery. 

Foster said the Peachtree road 
still was capable of handling 10,- 
000 gallons of mash. When the 
still was raided 7,600 gallons of 
mash were found in the process of 
fermentation. 

Police discovered 1,000 one-gal- 
lon cans, waiting to be filled, 78 
sacks of grain and 280 gallons of 
syrup. 

The distillery was completely 
equipped with electric lights and 
powered by a 10-horsepower up- 
right coke-burning boiler. It boast- 
ed two 500-gallon steamers. 

Water was pumped by a gas 
motor from a nearby stream 
through a two and a half inch pipe. 

The 14-acre farm on which the 
Boulder Crest still was found was 
confiscated by the federal govern- 
ment. It was not known if the 
Peachtree road property would be 
confiscated.

Two Baby Bodies Lead 
Dead March From Plane 


March 4.—(#)—The bodies of two babies, so 
small that they were not even listed individually as passengers, were 
the first of 27 victims removed Monday from the mountainside wreck- 
age of the nation’s: worst commercial airliner crash. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., 


The infants—a two-month-old 
boy and an 18-month-old girl— 
were crushed and burned in the 
twisted debris of the American 
Airlines passenger plane. 

They were hurled from their 
mothers’ laps to become part of 
the “mess af flesh and metal’—as 
one early arrival on the scene ex- 
pressed it—when the plane hit the 
fog-hidden peak 45 miles east of 
here Sunday. 

Another touching discovery that 
dimmed the eyes of sheriff's depu- 
ties and Navy sailors in the re- 
moval party was a pocket Bible. 

Found clear of the flames, 
bore on the fly leaf: 

“To Lt. John Eugene Selover, 
young Navy officers among the 
dead, from his mother, 1945.” 

The remains of the infants— 
daughter of Mrs. R. L. McCall, of 
Tampa, Fla., and son of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Greener, of Forest City, Ark. 
—were brought to a San Diego 
mortuary. 

Bodies of the mothers and the 
eight other women and 15 men 
victims were carried half a mile 
on litters of Navy jeeps which 
took them two miles further along 
a bulldozed road to waiting am- 
bulances. 

All were to be brought here, 
where American Airlines—owner 
of the wrecked plane—was setting 
up an emergency office to aid au- 
thorities in investigations and oth- 
er details.
